Part time instructors wait for pay

“How would you like to work from two to 
three months without a paycheck?” 
| This question is posed by P-.E. Instructor 
Janet Pestolesi Todd to adminstrators of the 
Rancho Santiago Community College District. 
Todd is one of about 500 part-time instructors 
who have been working since Jan. 26 and won’t 
receive a paycheck until April 1. 
“It’s a hardship to have to wait this long when. 
you have your rent and other bills to pay,” she 
aid. “It’s really tough.” 

Her feelings that administrators are 
insensitive to the needs of part-time instructors 
ere intensified when she learned that she 
would also have to wait for the additional wages 
earned from Jan. 1 through Jan. 20 during the 
the intersession at SAC’s Garden Grove Fitness 
Center. 

“I thought they would at least pay me for that, 
so I called payroll several times but could get no 
help,” she complained. “This is when I realized 


how really unfair we’re being treated.” . 

Liz Nelson, payroll supervisor, said tha 
nothing can be done under the present payroll 
system. “I have a lot of empathy for these 
people,” she stated. “I would hate to work for 
two months and not receive a check.” 

Todd next wrote a letter to SAC Chancellor 
Bill Wenrich which was answered by way of the 
Dean of Instructional Services, Betty Mills. The 
letter offered no solution. 

Wenrich agrees that there is a problem. “I 
don’t know what the answer is but they (Mills 
and Gilbert Moreno, the director of Fiscal 
Services) both have looked at this an awful lot,” 
he said. 

Mills said that the district has a complicated 
payroll system in which deadlines set by the 
Financial Service Office of the Orange County 
Department of Education preclude the issuance 
of a timely first paycheck. She explained that her 
department cannot begin processing paperwork 
for payroll until well into the second week of the 
semester before which there is mass confusion

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Girl friend, mother of three, 
slain in early morning fight

An early morning argument 
in the home of two SAC 
students allegedly resulted in 
the death of one and the arrest 
of the other last Tuesday. 

Ironically, domestic violence 
was a recent topic of discussion 
in a Sociology class shared by 
the two entitled Marriage and 
the Family. 

When police officers 
responded to a 3:37 a.m. call 
placed by Marcello, the victim’s 
son, at a neighbor’s home. 
They broke in a bedroom door 
and discovered 30-year-old 
Rachel Lee Royal, mother of 
three, stabbed several times in 
the chest and neck and her live- 
in boyfriend, Cloyzelle “Casey” 
Kevin Jones conscious” but 
bleeding from superficial 
wounds to his wrists. Royal was 
pronounced dead on _ the 
scene. : 


taking the class.” 

A student of the class who 
wishes to remain unnamed, 
said the group was discussing 
violence in the home and the 
question was posed if anyone 
had experienced violence in 
their environment while 
growing up. Several students 
responded including Jones. 

When asked how he would 
prevent violence in his home 
today, Jones reportedly said 
that just by seeing what 
happened to his family as a 
child he was not going to allow 
it to happen to his family. 

Barasch said the family is 
considered by sociologists and 
psychologists as one of the 
most stressful environments in 
our lives. 

“The specific areas of stress 
are work, in-laws, money and 
sex,” he said. “If there is a 
breakdown in any one of those 
areas, or a combination of 
those areas, then the net result 
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...“He_was interested in learning. more.

Dean of Science and Technology Dean 
Strenger, who with Moreno and Mills, 
established the three check system, said, “From 
my perspective it’s a significant increase in terms 
of being able to get the money to the people 
faster.” 

Todd does not agree as she feels this does 
nothing to alleviate the real hardship which is 
during the first two months of the semester. 

“All we want is that they pay us on a regular 
basis like the other colleges do so that we can 
live,” she asserted. “I worked all those hours but 
I had to borrow the money to pay my rent.” 

Todd said that the people who are being hurt 
most are those like herself who work full-time by 
teaching part-time at different colleges. Her 
salary from SAC constitutes one-third of her 
income. 
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He said that full and part-time credit teachers 
are represented by FARSCCD and those in 
Continuing Education by CEFA. 

FARSCCD President Gary Teigen said that 
he is aware of the problem. “We are working on 
it and are hopeful that it will be resolved soon,” 
he said. 

Because several part-time instructors claimed 
that they receive timely paychecks from other, 
colleges, the Instructional Operations 
Department of Golden West College was 
contacted. Don Randol, assistant to the 
president, explained that they solved their 
payroll dilemma by putting part-times on a 
contract basis which results in a monthly check. 

“Sometimes there are changes in the schedule 
during registration so that causes a bit of a 
problem, but it’s not great,” he said. “We usually 
catch a check that’s an overpayment or, if 
someone doesn’t get paid, we can take care of 
that too.” 

Whether or not the difficulties at SAC can be 
resolved as easily remains to be seen.

However, Jones has been 
charged, according to a 
spokesman for the Clerk’s 
Office of the Orange County

Though this story is fictitious, Arlene’s experience 
is all too common. Violence is a part of our social 
structure, no matter how much we wish it wasn’t so. 

Arlene broke some basic rules of street survival. 
She should not have been alone. Attackers select 
their victims on the basis of opportunity. 

She was not attentive to her surroundings. The 
footsteps in the hall were a warning that Arlene 
could have taken advantage of. 

She should have avoided dark or bushy areas. 
Assailants are not likely to risk being identified by 
striking in a well- lighted location. 

By screaming “fire,” running to a populated area 
or rolling underneath a car, she may have been able 
to stymie the attacker. Martial Arts could have been 
a deterrent, if she had training in that area. 

However, all responses carry some risk. If 
resistance is unsuccessful, the assailant may. 
become more violent due to the antagonization. 

Therefore, adherence to basic rules of crisis 
avoidance becomes paramount. When these 
premises are observed, chances are that 
predicaments such as Arlenes can be avoided.

Applicants are asked to prepare two monologues selected 
from any of Shakespeare’s plays not to exceed two and one- 
half minutes each. 

These auditions are the conclusion of a state-wide search 
which began in San Francisco on Feb. 18 and extended as far 
south as San Diego. 

Directors Kristoffer Tabori and Lee Shallat will judge the 
auditions along with the manager of artistic direction for the 
festival, Tom Bradac. 

Students who have little experience should not shy away 
from the try-outs. According to company director, McMullin, 
“Anyone can try-out, as long as time permits. Typically we get 
more response from former SAC students than present ones. 
This is due in part to the small size of the theatre department 
here, and the fact that many of the students currently enrolled 
are in their first year of theatre.

Emerging as the obvious talent behind the band Generation 
X, Idol has been steadily picking up steam.

If a career in show business can be compared 

to a baseball game, most aspiring dancers don’t 
’ even make it to first base. 

SAC dance instructor Lynn ‘Rempalski, 
however, just hit a home run. 

On April 8, Rempalski will arrive in New York 
City for five weeks rehearsal of the West Coast 
company of La Cage Aux Folles, New York’s 
current Broadway hit. 

Dance has been central to the tall, slender 32- 
year-old brunette for most of her life. 

Rempalski’s first professional dance 
experience was with the Gloria Newman Dance 
Company, aconcert modern dance group based 
in Orange County, which she joined at the age of 
16. She performed with the troupe for_10 vears. 
Getting an education 


Rempalski entered UC.,, Irvine immediately 
after high school and propelled herself to her 
B.A. in three years. 

“I didn’t want to be a dumb dancer,” she 
explained. “I knew ifI took.a break from school, I 
wouldn’t go back.” 

For over'a year after receiving her secondary 
school credential, however, she “did nothing but 
substitute teach at a million different adult 
education programs, danced like a maniac with 
Gloria and nothing was working out. I wasn’t 
making a. living. I moved back in with my 
mother.” ; 

Arriving at SAC 

Luck brought her to second base when she 
applied for -a full-time position as a dance 
instructor at SAC. 

“The same day I interviewed, they called and 
told me I had the job. I couldn’t believe it.” 

“I was.the Dance Department,” she recalled. 
“Classes. were only one hour long with no 
different technique levels.” She taught 
everything from ballet to modern jazz. 

The dance studio, G108, was a room with 
“one teerly little mirror and a few batres. They 
didn’t have the partition where the bulletin board 
was, that was a curtain. They had no books on . 
dance. It was open frontier.” 

Rempalski chuckled as she recalled the 
response to her request for mirrors. “They 
mirrored the whole room. That’s what was so 
funny. They did every wall!” 

Touring ‘ ae 

It was; four years later that Rempalski 
auditioned for the national touring company of 
Bob Foss¢’s. Dancin ‘and slid into third base. 

“It was the first musical I'd really done. I was 
like an uficut gem. I was this organic, hairy . 
creature,” Said Rempalski. “Dancin really 
groomed me. 

“1 went through a period where I backslid./I 
couldn't dance, I gained weight, I felt so homely. 
Gwen Verdon (the assistant choreographer) 
wouldn't put me on stage unless I lost weight: It 
was degrading. I was an insecure mess.” __ 

Then her metamorphosis began. 

“They cut five inches off my hair,” she said. 
“See this voluptuous hair look (style). The ‘Rula 
Lenska’?” 

Then they sent her toa makeup artist. “I really 
found out what my presentation, my ‘package’ 
should be.” 

After training in New York, performing in Los 
Angeles and touring all over the country, 
Rempalski returned to Southern California. “ 
came back to no work,” she said. 

She was eventually re-hired at SAC ona part- 
time basis (current Dance Chair Sylvia Turner 
had been hired as a replacement for Rempalski 
during the tour).

Once again, the struggle to make a living was 
on. It continued until she auditioned for and 
joined the West Coast Rockettes Christmas 
show in Los Angeles. 

The Rockettes, however, was a seasonal job. 
Survival between seasons meant teaching part- 
time, hostessing at a restaurant, making a few 
videos and commercials and performing on 
cable TV. 

Alcohol and drugs ped ee. 

It was after her first season with the Rockettes 
that Rempalski actively dealt with a problem that 
had been running with her for 15 years: alcohol 
and drugs. 

Between semesters and at the end of the 
Christmas season, she checked into a hospital 
for a treatment program that a year and a half 
later turned her life around from coping with a 
daily habit to living chemical-free. 

Although Rempalski does not blame her 
chemical dependency on show business, she 
believes that “show business escalated it. It put 
mie in an environment where there were lots of 
other people doing it, and I had the money to 
participate. on 

“As intelligent and headstrong as | am,” she 
said, “I had to go through everything | went 
through. Now I see that everything I went 
through got me where I am today.” 

La Cage Aux Folles : 

Where Rempalski is today is en route to New 
York City for rehearsals for La Cage Aux 
Folles, to be followed by a two-month run in San 
Francisco and an indefinite home run in Los 
Angeles beginning Sept. 2. 

In many ways, the agenda is a replay of her 
Dancin’ experience, only better, because she 
will be back home rather than on tour. 

Of hundreds who auditioned, Rempalski is 
one of only two female “Cagelles,” a group of 12 
singer-dancers who carry and “steal the show,” 
as she puts it. 

Said Rempalski, “It’s going to be really 
wonderful to have good earning power again. 
Part-time instructor in any junior college just 
doesn’t cut it. For seven months I worked in a 
restaurant handing out menus for $3 an hour. | 
stood around in a tuxedo. 

“Every year I get no less than six W-2 forms. I 
get real sick of it. It’s sucha hard profession to be 
in. 

“You have to really love dancing. You have to 
have that one point where your guts are saying, 
‘Yeah, this is really in my veins and this is what I 
want to do,’ and then compromise that with 
what’s going to make a living.” 

After La Cage, Rempalski hopes to pursue 
her career in musical comedy but she also looks 
forward to teaching again at SAC. 

Unlike many dancers, she sees longevity in 
her career, whichever way it takes her. 
Consistent voice training and practice have 
already opened the door for Rempalski’s 
performing future. 

“I have my B.A. and two credentials. I can sing, 
so | feel like I have a better chance,” she said. 

The dancer now practices singing for one and 
a half hours a day. She works out with her 
classes and runs a total of 24 miles a week. 

Despite or because of her past struggles, it 
looks like Rempalski’s life has entered a winning 
streak. 

“We're very excited for Lynn,” said Dean of 
Fine and Performing Arts Burt Peachy, who has 
been a student in Rempalski’s jazz classes. He 
added that a lot of what she experiences in the 
professional world is returned to the classroom. 
“She brings the technique and the psychology 
back to the students.”

There is a secret club at 
SAC, asecret so well-kept that:

four years not been formally 
organized ‘because of lack of 
interest and_ participation.

12 units at 
SAC and to have a cumulative 
grade point average (GPA) of 
at least 3.0. 

Alpha Gamma Sigma 
(AGS), the state-wide honor 
society, is now reorganizing 
and accepting new members at 


“Alpha Gamma Sigma offers 
a chance to meet fellow high 
achievers in the academic 
world and to support 
scholarship efforts for 
deserving local students,” said 
AGS advisor H. Jay Davis. “In 
the past we have actually had 
very active social groups.” 

“We have local scholarships 
ranging from $50 to $200 
available only to AGS 
members,” Davis said. “There 
is also a $3,000 scholarship to 
Whittier College available only 
to AGS members.” Financial 
need is not a criterion; 
selection is based on personal 
qualifications and academic 
achievment. 

“There are also several 
service awards given to some 
of the best student AGS 
officers throughout the state,” 
Davis mentioned......- 


_ Members who complete 60 
units or more with a cumulative 
GPA of at least 3.25 are 
-awarded permanent member- 
ship. 

These students are honored 
at a scholarship and awards 
night in May prior to 
graduation. At that time they 
are given a certificate of 
achievement and a gold AGS 
pin. 

The permanent members 
also are given special 
recognition on the graduation 
program and their membership 
in AGS is noted on their 
transcripts. 

Plaques hanging in Nealley 
Library are engraved each year 
with the names of graduating 
permanent members. This list 
of names dates back to 1922. 

Alpha Gamma Sigma was 
founded in 1922 by W. T. 
Boyce, then dean of Fullerton 
Junior College, who conceived 
the idea of forming a state-wide 
organization of junior college 
honor societies achievement 
among junior college students. 

Boyce, together with Merton 
Hill, principal at Chaffey Junior 


College, and D. K. Hammond 
(after whom Hammond Hall is 
named), who was then 
principal at SAC, drew up the 
constitution whose stated 
purpose was “fostering, 
promoting, maintaining and 
recagnizing scholarship.”

organized: There are now over 
90 on ‘the campuses of 
California community colleges. 
SAC’s is known as the 
Omicron chapter. 

The three Greek letters of 
Alpha Gamma Sigma stand for 
three Greek words which may 
be translated as follows: Alpha‘ 
stands for “arete” meaning 
“good character”; Gamma 
stands for. “gnosis” meaning 
“knowledge”; and Sigma 
stands for ‘“‘sophrosyne”’ 
meaning “good judgement.” 


AGS is now meeting the 
second and fourth Wednesday 
of each month at 1 p.m. in U- 
107. Officers have been elected 
for the Spring Semester, 1984, 
and are Bill Somerville, 
president; Susan Moberg, vice 
president; Chulech Khau, 
Secretary; and Yasmeen Ali, 
treasurer.

But in the top of the ninth, it 
appeared that Fullerton was 
handing the Dons the game. 

Three Hornet errors aided in 
two SAC runs to put the Dons 
ahead 6-4 with three runs of 


their own to provide a winning 
margin. 

The Dons were led by left 
fielder Paul Thibert.who pulled 
a two-run homer just inside the 
left field foul pole in the 
seventh. First baseman Chris 
Cron singled in a run in the 
eighth. 

SAC had three players 
starting despite suffering from 
the flu: pitcher Steve Beer 
(pitched seven innings), short- 
stop Vince Shinholster and 
center fielder Scott Wilkenson 
who tripled and scored.

score of 7-5. Starter Steve 
Scanlon lost his shutout with 
one out in the ninth and then 
needed relief help to preserve 
the win. Cron hit a two-run 
blast in the fourth to lead the 
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attack. 

Coach Don Sneddon likes 
what he sees in Cron. 

“Cron is definitely one of the 
purest hitters that we’ve dealt 
with,” said Sneddon. “He’s 
worked hard and we’ve worked 
hard with him to develop his 
stroke. : 

“He’s got a lot of respect 
around the league. They are 
pitching him very fine. He’s not 
getting a lot of pitches to hit and 
he’s showing a lot of discipline 
by laying off those pitches.” 

Third baseman Pat Flynn 
had a home-run-and a sacrifice 
fly in Tuesday March 13’s 4-1 
win at Golden West. The game 
also included a pine tar 
incident. 

But first, a little history. 

Last season, George Brett of 
the Kansas City Royals hit an 


_ apparent home run off then 


Yankee Goose Gossage. 
Former New York Manager 
Billy Martin protested that the 
bat was illegal because it had 
pine tar above the 18-inch limit 
from the handle. 

Home plate umpire Tim 
McClelland measured the bat 
and disallowed the homer. Ex- 
American League President 
Lee MacPhail overturned the 
decision, allowing Brett’s 
homer to count and the Royals 
went on to win the game which 
was completed about one 
month after the: incident. 

Thanks to the historic event, 
there is now a NCAA (National 
Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion) rule that says: there must 
be a mark on each bat 18 
inches from the handle which 
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pine tar cannot exceed. 

__ Thibert thought he had given 
SAC a 2-0 lead when he ripped 
a run-scoring triple to center 
field in the seventh. Golden 
coach Coach Fred 
Hoover must have been tipped 
about the bat because he 
immediately emerged from the 
dugout to have it checked. 

Indeed, the bat lacked the 
necessary mark and the hit was 
taken away. Sneddon wasn’t 
too pleased with the call 
because something else was 
also missing from the bat. 

Pine tar. 

“Paul Thibert does not even 
use pine tar,” he said, “so you 
have to look at, more or less, 
the spirit of the rule. The intent 
of the rule is to keep pine tar 
from going above that mark. 

“In my mind, it was a type of 
thing that a coach in this league 
would not do. It (the mark) did 
not affect the actual play.” 

Despite the hectic week. the 
Dons remain atop the SCC. 

“At this point in the season, I 
definitely like where we are,” 
Sneddon said. “Our pitching 
has come around and our 
defense has been improving. 
The main thing right now is just 
staying healthy.” 

SAC travels to Compton 
tomorrow and the two teams 
meet again on Tuesday at Don 
Field. The games are at noon 
and 2:30 p.m. respectively. The 
Dons have a 2:30 p.m. game at 
Cypress on Thursday. 

It appears that things are 
starting to get sticky for the 
Dons as the second round of 
league play gets under way.
